London June 28.—The national coal 
strike which had been in effect since 
April I, was settled today. 
Official 
announcement to this effect was made 
following the second conference of 
the federation of miners and the col­ 
liery owners a t the government board 
of trade office. 
This conference had been arranged 
by Prem ier Lloyd George and the 
government was represented. 
Upwards of 1,200,000 men were in­ 
volved in the national coal strike. 
It 
had precipitated the w orst industrial 
crisis in the history of G reat Britain. 
Officials of the Federation of Min­ 
e r s made two attem pts to bring about 
a general strike in sym pathy with 
the miners, but both failed. 
It is estim ated th at the coal strike 
cost G reat Britain in wages, loss of 
production 
and 
general 
business 
stagnation a t least $2,500,000,000. 
Industry has been paralyzed for 
many weeks and train schedules cur* 
tam ed to a minimum. 
There was 
less suffering than would have 
re­ 
sulted if the strike had taken place 
in the w inter time. The country has 
been going through an unprecedented 
hot wave when coal was needed only 
as industrial fuel. 
Government officials were 
elated 
over the settlement. 
They declared 
th at the labor atmosphere will clear 
rapidly and th a t norm al conditions 
may be expected within a few weeks. 
Prem ier Lloyd George announced 
in the house of commons today that 
an agreem ent had been reached be­ 
tween the strikers and the 
colliery 
owners and that the men would re­ 
turn to work at once. 
The news was 
received with cheers and there was 
the utm ost rejoicing throughout the 
whole country. 
It was learned later th a t Prem ier 
Lloyd George would ask parliam ent 
to sanction a renewal of the subsidy 
offer of ten million pounds sterling. 
This offer had been made, previously 
on condition that the strike was set­ 
tled within a certain length of tim e 
but the time limit passed without a 
settlem ent. 
The subsidy was to be applied to tip? 
men’s wages so th at the wage reduc­ 
tion which the mine owners insist is 
necessary can be carried out gradu­ 
ally.

hand it had been repudiated by the 
vast aggregation of reputable physi­ 
cians. 
It is not even listed as a med­ 
icine in the American Pharmacopeia/, 
the recognized authority in America. 
it is not included as a medicine in 
the reputable text books 
generally 
used throughout the medical schools. 
But on the other hand its use as such 
has been discountenanced by the most 
eminent physicians, 
surgeons 
and 
scientists. 
It has been rejected by 
professors of medicine in 24 reputable 
medical colleges including the special 
research Institutions for the medical 
Advancement such as the Rockefeller 
institute, the Mayo foundation and 
other expert institutions. 
It was re­ 
pudiated by the officers and members 
of the convention which revised the 
Amerocan Pharmacopeia. 
Beer Denounced. 
“Beer as a medicine was em phat­ 
ically denounced by the druggists of 
the United States in national, conven­ 
tion assembled in the following lan­ 
guage: ‘The executive committee of 
the national association 
of retail 
druggists of the United States desires 
to place on record their conviction 
that the m anufacture and 
sale 
of 
beer and other m alt liquors for me­ 
dicinal purposes should not be perm it­ 
ted. 
Malt liquors have never been 
listed in the United States Pharma- 
copia as official medicinal remedies.’ 
“The demand for beer does 
not 
come from the sick chamber of the 
convalescent- 
N either does it come 
from the physicians’ office as it does 
not come from any distinguished au­ 
thority on the science of medicine. 
It does come from the brewing in- j 
terests under the guise of healing. It 
also comes from the advocates of 
beveridge drinking. 
Its loudest call 
'is from the habitues of the saloon. 
“The proposed m easure is neces­ 
sary to prevent under the guise of 
medicine the flooding of the country 
with beer. 
Ommission of such meas­ 
ure will open again the beer drinking 
place through the agency of the pre­ 
scription. 
The less reputable prac­ 
titioner, who thinks more of boodie 
than of cure, under the Palmer ruling 
can convert his office into a beer guz­

DAWES LIKELY TO SAVE BIG SUMS IN ll. S. BUDGET. 


By B. C. FORRES. 
A man arrived in Washington yesterday whose work may 
mean a saving for every household in America—Charles G. 
Dawes, the new Director of the Budget. 
The selection of this Chicago banker to install a budget sys­ 
tem for the United States is hailed with satisfaction by financial 
and business men, first, because this colossal task urgently needs 
to be done expertly, ami, second, because they know of the record 
Dawes has earned as a financier, an organizer, an administrator 
and a hustler. 
He knows the Washington ropes and Washington financial 
ways, for he was Comptroller of the Currency. 
His handling of 
that office won him the presidency of the Central Trust Co., of 
Illinois, and his achievements in this position and also in connec­ 
tion with the work of the United States Purchasing Board, or­ 
ganized in France during the war, have stamped him as an exe­ 
cutive who knows how' to get things done on a large scale expedi­ 
tiously and efficiently. 
There were certain men General Pershing drew around him 
whom he learned to depend upon implicitly. 
Dawes was one of 
them. 
Before D'awes became associated with the work the ar­ 
rangement for purchasing supplies for the American expeditionary 
Iorct3 in Europe were faulty, not to say chaotic. Dawes prompt­ 
ly tackled the w’hole complicated problem, enlisted as lieutenants 
a number of brainy young Americans of business training and 
soon had things moving more smoothly. One form which recogni­ 
tion of this work took was his promotion to the rank of brigadier 
general, and he was also honored by the French Government. 
It was characteristic of Dawes to announce within an hour 
of his talk with President Harding yesterday that he had decided 
upon the men who would be drafted as his chief assistants. 
It 
was also characteristic of him to declare that he would conscript 
brainy business volunteers to help him in organizing real machin­ 
ery for producing a national budget, since, as he said, “Only four 
men are given me under the law; one might as well be handed a 
toothpick with which to tunnel Pikes Peak.” 
The new budget director’s directness of method is reflected 
by his directness of speech. Inasmuch aft the preparation of a 
national budget on businesslike lines is recognized by financial 
and business men as a task of momentous importance, affecting 
every man, woman and child in the land, it may be accepted as 
certain that Dawes will encounter little difficulty in getting men 
of the first caliber. 


LAST FRIDAY, JUNE 24th, THE HOTTEST DAY IN 
FIFTY YEARS. 


A couple of years ago, in Sacramento, Cal., we wanted a 
thermometer, and started out to find one, but were astonished j 
to find no such thing kept at several hardware stores, and had 
difficulty in finding the article. 
Queer, we thought, until we 
happened to remember that they had no use for thermometers— 
the temperature varying so little that nobody cared to note the 
change. 
* 
Think of that, ye pessimists about our country—California is 
a great empire by itself, yet part of our glorious nation. 
Well, we sure have use for the thermometer in some sections 
—as for instance in the north, when the mercury goes to the 
bottom of the tube and the coal bill to the top—or like last Fri­ 
day, when it reached the limit, on our back porch, in the opposite 
direction, 96 in the shade. We had no recollection of like figures., 
We certainly knew it was a “scorcher.” 
Now comes the proof. 
The Philadelphia Public Ledger says 
that Friday afternoon, June 24th, in that city, with the mercury 
nearly 96, was the hottest 24th 
of June in fifty years. 
The 
Ledger of Saturday adds: 
“Although yesterday was a “scorcher,” it was not so uncom­ 
fortable as Wednesday w'hen the thermometer read 94 degrees. 
That was due to the fact that the humidity was not s<| intense. 
The humidity at 9 o’clock yesterday morning registered 65, while 
at I o’clock it had dropped to 58. and a cooling breeze was stirred 
up frequently. 
Nevertheless there was no skating reported on 
the Fairmount Park lakes yesterday. ' 
The dictionary definition of “humidity” states it as “the 
amount of vapor or dampness or moisture in the air, when ex­ 
pressed as to the number of grams of moisture per cubic foot of 
air.” 
The common, everyday feeling about it, however, is ex­ 
pressed in the feeling of the “stickiness” of the atmosphere. This 
heat is felt most forcibly by persons of asthmatic tendency. 
Some such here have had a serious time in the last few days. It 
is bad enough for any of us, but when a person cannot get his 
breath he is surely in a pitiable condition.

At noon in fair weather and without any untoward incident 
King George formally opened the Ulster Parliament, thus achiev­ 
ing at last a partition of Ireland into its two component parts— 
the Catholic South, and the Protestant North. 
In his speech the King declared that the entire 
English- 
speaking world was longing to see the Irish problem satisfactorily 
solved. He expressed the hope that the South would follow where 
the North had pointed the way and that ultimately North and 
South would be found working together, either under one Parlia­ 
ment or two, as those Parliaments might themselves decide,” upon 
a common foundation of justice and respect. 
For the moment the South shows little sign of falling in with 
these hopes, but the effect on the Irish mind of the accomplished 
fact of the Ulster Parliament has yet to be observed.

Columbus, O., June 27.— Never 
in the history of Ohio has any leg­ 
islature passed a bill with such 
a 
wide humanitarian scope 
as 
the 
Mother’s Pension Law, which was 
unanimously spread on the statute 
books at the last session. It makes 
the good mothers of Ohio who have 
been victims of misfortune, wards 
of the state and its provisions will 
keep many a little 
family 
intact 
which otherwise would he separated 
by the members being sent to dif­ 
ferent institutions. 
Credit for this forward piece of 
legislation is due largely to the far­ 
seeing of Judge Homer Z. Bostwick, 
of the Franklin 
County 
Probate 
Court, 
The plan which was finally 
unanimously enacted into law was 
advanced by Judge 
Bostwick 
in 
Zanesville .in the fall of 192,0. 
At a meeting of 
judges 
there, 
Judge Bostwick told delegates that 
the pensions granted mothers was 
inadequate to meet the resposibllity 
of the state in cases where aid is 
needed. He pointed out 
that 
the 
pensions granted had, in many in­ 
stances, kept the wolf from the door 
and oided in keeping ll lttemfai 
together. But, he pointed out, the 
benefit acruing did not cover a wide 
enough scope. 
He contended that 
it was not only humanitarian but. a 
saving to political sub divisions to 
raise the pension allowance so that 
unfortunates could maintain them ­ 
selves in their own homes rather 
than to be cast upon the bounty of 
counties where their upkeep would 
be necessary in county and state 
institutions. 
This new law,'which goes 
into 
effect this month is considered as 
a great victory, not only for Judge 
Bostwick, who thought out the plan 
but for the state at large which has 
finally come to the realization 
of 
its duty and obligation to its moth­ 
ers. 
The first Ohio law provided that 
aid might be extended to mothers 
whose husbands were dead, disabled 
or d e se rte rs in a sum not exceed- 
$15 a month for one child and not 
exceeding $7 a month for each ad­ 
ditional child. 
Then came the era of high prices 
Even before this commercial stage 
was reached, the allowances were 
mere pittances, 
In order that the public might 
know what was being accomplished 
under the mothers’ pension law, the 
W oman’s Committee of the Nation- 


were 4,695 pensions in effect in 86 
of the 88 counties. In all. $685,630 J 
was available to meet the needs of 
these 5,695 families. These pensions 
ranged from $1.37 per month 
in 
Jackson county to $28 
in 
Cuya­ 
hoga county. 
How worthy mothers in dire need 
of assistance were able to 
keep j 
their little families together upon , 
such allowances will possibly never j 
be known. A few cents a day pur­ 
chased a very small amount of food 
during the war and after the war 
period. 
Recommendations were made and 
active support was given by the var­ 
ious socially inclined organizations 
to raise the maximum allowance to 
$35 a month for one child and $15 
for each additional child, The 83rd 
assembly somehow failed 
to 
sub­ 
scribe to this increase. But the last 
assembly enacted it without debate 
or change. 
Now 40 of the 4 8 states of 
the 
union have m others’ pension 
sys­ 
tems in effect. The benefits cannot 
be measure^ In treasure or human 
life. But the savings secured thru 
keeping these unfortunate families 
out of the various benevolent in­ 
stitutions amount to millioiis 
an ­ 
nually.
